REPORT NEW PAY

While official confirmation was lack- 
ing, it was reported last night that 
a sub-committee of Illinois coal opera-

The sub-committee’s report was due: 
to be submitted late yesterday to a 
joint conference of miners and opera- 
tors, but it was delayed over discus- 
sion of a few technical points. Under 
provisions of the late Jacksonville 
agreement the wage scale for miners in 
unionized paeeneur fields was $7.50 
per day. 

Development, in the non- 
union fields, first brought complaint by 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Western 
Pennsylvania coal operators against 
the Jacksonville wage scale.

A, Aug. 30.—M)—Today’s 


opening session of the fifty-first coun- 


di of the league of nations was 


marked by receipt of a resolution from 
the Congress for the Protection of 
Minority Rights condemning the coun- 
di for its “failure” to do something 
w alleviate the lot of the minority 
peoples of Europe. 

The resolution reached members of 
the council just as they separated 
after their opening session. ~ 

Yesterday the congress sent a tele- 
gram to Secretary of State Kellogg 
urging him to help the minority popu- 


ations of Europe and thus to remove | 


what was described as one of the dan- 
gers to peace. 

Today's resolution declared that the 
ague, in its early history had 
achieved something, but that of late 
nothing has been done for the minor- 
ity peoples whose problems neverthe- 
less gravely affect the peace of the 
world. It concluded with the state- 
ment that the confidence of the dele 
gates of thirty-five million minority 
peoples in Europe in the council and 
the league has been shaken. 

Adopt Trade Report. 

The council adopted a report on 
the recent international conference for 
the removal] of trade barriers direct- 
ing that a supplementary agreement 
wontaining the reservations of differ- 
ent governments should be communi- 
cated to the nonmember states, includ- 
ing Brazil, Costa Rica, Eequador, and 
Mexico. In this agreement the United 
States made its reservation concern- 


| ing the export of helium gas which is 


used in American dirigibles. 
The council then adjourned until 
tomorrow morning. 


Table Costa Rica Request. 

Costa Rica’s request for an interpre- 
tation of the Monroe doctrine was ab- 
sent from the agenda of the council. 
Leaders decided to make the request 
subject of private consideration, how- 
ever, and some sort of reply will be 
gent to the Central American govern- 
ment, although it is not likely that 
an interpretation of the doctrine will 
be given.

| Use of school gymnasiums and as- 
sembly halls for community functions 
when school is not in session was sug- 
gested yesterday by Superintendent 
William J. Bogan to provide recrea- 
tion and entertainment for pupils.

It may be necessary for tomato 
growers in this part of the country to 
stake their plants in order to protect 
the fruits against sun scald. The 
practice of allowing the tomato plants 
to sprawl over the ground instead of 
holding them up by some form of 
support is quite common in this lo- 
eality, particularly on sandy soi] that 
soon dries out when exposed. 
* Sun scald is not a disease but it is 
causing enough trouble this year to 
arouse interest among plant special- 
ists. Conclusions reached at the Min- 

~mesota station recently indicate that 
the most hopeful line of attack on 
gun scald on tomatoes would be by 
breeding varieties light green in color 
at the stem end of the fruits. 

Tomatoes injured by sun scald rot 
easily. At first a brownish sunken 
area appears on the fruits. Dr. R. B. 
Harvey found in tests made at labor- 
atories on the university farm near 
St. Paul that varieties of tomatoes 
which have dark green areas are more 
Mkely to sun scald than varieties of a 
light green color, owing to the greater 
absorption of light by the former.

Jack Thompson, 
of Joe Gans, stopped Joe Dundee, 
world’s welterweight champion, in the 
second round at Comiskey park last 
night. After the champion had been 
knocked down twice Referee Eddie 
Purdy stopped the contest. Dundee 
was helpless to defend himself and 
Thompson was credited with a tech- 
nical knockout. The bout was the 
windup of a show conducted by the 
Parkway “A. Cc. 
title. When the fighters weighed in 
Wednesday, the original date set for 
the contest, Thompson tipped 148% 
pounds. As this is over the champion- 
ship limit of 147 pounds, the chal- 
lenger could not win the title. 

Victory Thrills Negro Fans. 

When Thompson had been declared 
the winner most of the crowd of 6,000 
hurled. their hats into the air. Col- 
ored admirers of Thompson stormed 
the ring and it was with difficulty 
that he reached his dressing room. 
The show drew a $20,000 gate.

Suddenly Thompson got a straight 
shot and crossed his right to the jaw. 
Dundee went down on his back. He 
rolled to his side and then got to his 
knees. He was on his feet at the 
count of nine. Joe was in a bad way 
and went down again as a result of 
another right cross. He arose at the 
count of nine but was helpless on the 
ropes. Before Thompson could turn 
loose another. blow, Referee Eddie 
Purdy stopped the fight when the 
round was a minute and 53 seconds 
old.

EAR WAKE: Recent reference 
in The Wake to the real estate 
holdings of Charles Follansbee 
prompts me to contribute my 
bit. I have a receipt signed by him 
for rent of lot 4, block 6, Fort Dear- 
born addition to Chicago, from April 1 
to Sept. 30, 1863, at the rate of $5 per 
month. This lot, according to the 
map division at the city hall, was lo- 


tween Lake and South Water streets, 
and was used by the U. S. government 
as a storage lot for lighthouse materi- 
als and equipment. 

I also have bill*of sale for the frame 
dwelling on lot 6, block 4, dated Aug. 
4, 1860, from the Chicago Harbor Im- 
provement, by Lieut. Col. J. D. Gra- 
ham, superintendent of engineers of 
lake harbor works, to my grandfather, 
who was clerk of works from 1860 to 
1866, and who, with his family, occu- 
pied this dwelling. The sale price was 
$60. The house was situated on H. W. 
Fuller’s lot, directly opposite the Ma- 
rine hospital. It was near River 
street, and was known as 3 Michigan 
avenue,—c. J. Sproul.
